WAHHINGTOH, July 24.—Anotber dram-

President Cleveland, instead of being 
the object of attack, was defended with 
rigor and. vim. His champion today 
waa hta old political rival and enemy, 
Senator David Bennett Hill of New 
York. Tho New York senator upoke 
almost two hours to the breathless gal- 
. lories and full senate. Several times 
the presiding officer was unable to re- 
strain the enthusiasm his remarks 


, evoked, notably when Mr. Hill declared 


that personal considerations would not 
prevent him from defending tho Presi- 
dent when unjustly attacked. 
He defended Cleveland's letter, the 


right to send it and the sentiments it 
contained, and made a strong point 
against his adversaries when ho pointed 
out that they criticised the President for 
aiding with tlie house, when they ad- 
mitted that they had uaed their inllueucc 
to induce him to interpose in behalf of 
the senate amendments to the tariff bill. 
He took up Gorman's argument und 
met it point by point, in a manner satis- 
factory to himeiilf at least, and con- 
cluded with a piese of satire that stung 
those on the tloor and tickled the gal- 


Gorman yesterday compared Hill to 


IRKO. Today Hill likened those wlio 
had joined in tbe assault on Cleveland 
to the conspirators who stabbed Civsar

in the llornan senate. Gorman, he

Tho senators 
detailed private conversations with tho 
President admitting that ho had always 
urged raw matoiialH, yet they inferred 
ho wanted tlie aunatu bill. The idea 
that these old political foxus had g*»iiis 
to the White (louse and misunderstood 
the President wua abaurd. In view of 
their npprulitiiieinn for his wishes it was 
but natural this President should write 
an honest, frank, manly lef.t«r to Chair- 
man Wilson.

Its own statements 
arnish the evidence that its charges 
gainst these men and tho eheriff of the 
county are o gross libel on good citizens 
and a faithful officer, and were actuated 
ly the most selfish aud unworthy rno- 
ives. 


In proot of its charge ol riotous and 


awlets conduct by the workmen here it 
soys that oil cups ot an engine here were 
found to bo filled with powdered emery 
instead ol oil; that a secret attempt 
was made to disable an engine nt 
Lathrop, a hundred miles from Fresno, 
and that at Mendota, on the West Side 
lino, strikers attempted by violence and 
intimidation to prevent a fireman from 
doing his duty, and that violent threats 
were made against a fireman in this 
city who retused to quit work. Con- 
cerning the assault of a striker by a 
railroad conductor at the Fresno depot, 
which has been described several times, 
it says: 


Another striker who applied an op- 


probious epithet to a railroad conductor 
and got smashed over the head at- 
tempted then to raise a riot at the 
depot. He is said subsequently to have 
been deputized by Scott to "guard the 
trains that were run contrary to the 
orders of Debs.

One of their number, 


when assaulted, "attempted to raise a 
riotl" And why didn't- he do it? Be- 
cause, il there was any possibility of a 
riot being raised as the result oi that oc- 
currence, Sheriff Scott was at hand., and 
promptly protected the conductor from 
any -violence that might have been 
offered him. To refer to such occur- 
rence as this as a riotous demonstration, 
in which a non-striking employe felt so 
confident ol the protection of the sheriff 
and his deputies that he resented an in- 
sult with a violent newult, simply shows 
to what incredible longtlw a pnbl'o 
journal will sometimes go in its attempts 
to create prejudice against individual) 
or a class to which its Interests ore 
hostile.
